This 
would be of no special interest to 
the public did not the public have 
to pay forit. It is claimed by rail- 
road maguates that the people can- 
not understand the mysteries of 
railroading; that it is a peculiar 
business; that it requires a life of 
study to understand it. Well, we 
should think so. But one thing is 
certain, and this is that the Pacific 
Railroad Commission aud the In- 
ter-State Commerce Commission 
are develeping facts that do educate 
the people. As these facts educate, 
they astound, they enrage the peo- 
ple, the benefactors of these public 
carriers. Whether or not the inter- 
State commerce law serve the pur- 
pose for which it was enacted, it 
matters little. The defeat of the peo- 
ple’s will can be but temporary. The 
people have asserted their right to 
legislate for corporations chartered 
by them, thereby eetablishing in 
this nation a principle that is eter- 
nal, viz.: that “‘the rervant is not 
greater than his master.’’

Believing that our readers will be in- 
terested in this important report we 
present herewith a synopsis which 
contains all the leading points. 

Running over the substances which 
have been suggested and tried for 
the purification of water, there is 
none that seems to offer the advan- 
tage of alum. Particular attention 
was directed to its use by Jennet in 
1865. He fonnd that .4 grams of 
alum to a litter of water (23.3 grains 
to the gallon) rendered it drinkable, 
even Joan it was quite full of foreign 
matter. The time taken for clarifica- 
tion was from seven to seventeen 
minutes. Alum is a double sulphate 
of potash and aluminum, and in this 
ease breaks into potassium sulphate, 
which remains in solution, and a basic 
aluminic,: 8 ate. This basic sul- 
phate of aluminum, the composition of 
which is undetermined, precipitates 
as a more or less gelatinous and floc- 
culent mess, and carries down with 
it the foreign matters and humus 
bodies. In the last year an extensive 
use of alum has been made in the 
many processes of purifying water, 
sewage, etc. It is not improbable 
that aside from its effect in precipita- 
ting matter mechanically by envelop- 
ment with the precipitating basic al- 
umnic sulphate, the alum exerts a 
distinct coagulative action on the al- 
buminous substances in the water, 
rendering them insoluble, and thus 
causing their precipitation. 

The fact that alum is cheap and 
can be obtained in quite a prre state 
at any drug store, places it within the 
reach of every one. Its sharp taste 
precludes the possibility of iis bein 
swallowed by mistake. But eveni 
it should be swallowed by ioistake, 
no great harm would be likely to en- 
sue unless a large amount were tak- 
en. 
the most elaborate experiments con- 
sider it established that by the addi- 
tion of two grains of alum to the gal- 
lon, or half an ounce to 100 gallons, 
water can be clarified by standing, 
and that neither taste nor physiologi- 
cal a will be imparted to it 
by this treatment.
